From The Workbench

On a recent varmint shooting trip | had 
fired a case that wouldn’t extract. 

It was the first round | fired and not 
having acleaning rod along | was forced 
to return home to remove the case. 

Is there an alternative to carrying a 
cleaning rod in the field? 


A good shooting friend, Don Toomey 
from Minnesota, once showed me a sim- 
ple gadget he made that would have 
solved your problem. 

It seems that Don had acase stick ina 
bench rifle during a match and it caused 
him to drop from first place due to the 
time required to run for a cleaning rod. 

His solution was to take a 3” length of 
drill rod, slightly smaller than bore 
diameter and polish it to remove all burrs 
and scratches. 

When a case gets stuck just drop the 
rod into the bore and out comes the 
case. 

Such an item would be easily carried 
in the pocket. 

*x* * * 

This year so far, I’ve seen more 6m/m 
heavy varmint rifles in use than ever 
before. Most of them being 6x47 or 6 
P.P.C. 

These rifles appear to be performing 
well in the matches I’ve been to. Are 
these rifles more accurate than the 222? 


In minutes 


| expect to get mine in asling with this 
answer, but here goes. 

| feel, from my own personal match ex- 
perience, that the heavier bullet may 
have an advantage over the 22 caliber. | 
suspect it may be partly due to the 
velocity retention of the larger bullet. 

| think, too, that the increased 
popularity of the 6mm is due partly to the 
increased members of good custom 
bullet suppliers. It wasn’t too long ago 
that Clarence Detsch was the only 
source of good 6mm bullets, now there 
are several throughout the country. 

Also, the powder selection is much 
better. It used to be that if you didn’t 
have RL No. 7 you might as well not 
shoot a 6x47. Now we have RL No. 7, 
748, H-322 and 760. (Yes, | said 760). 

However, | wouldn’t suggest using 
that 222 barrel for a door prop, it cer- 
tainly isn’t obsolete.

In arecent ‘“‘bull session” at one of our 
local matches the question of barrel 
crowning was discussed in a rather 
heated manner.

Somewhere along the line some 
baliistics expert discovered that the 
gases exiting the barrel did so at a 11° 
angle. 

Some gunsmiths ‘picked up” on this 
and will level the crown to this angle 
feeling that doing so will eliminate any 
turbulance caused by any angle other 
than the 11°. 

| have used about every type of crown 
on my own equipment and can’t honestly 
say | could tell one from another. 

The important thing is that whatever 
crown you use it must be concentric with 
the bore. 

| prefer to ‘“‘break’’ the leading edge of 
the muzzle with a slight angle so that the 
crown isn’t damaged when the cleaning 
rod is pulled back into the bore. With the 
11° type crown the chances are greater 
that you could encounter damage from a 
cleaning rod. 

I’ve used both type patches and while 
the Remay type appear to scrub the bore 
better | suspect that they do not get 
down into the corners of the grooves as 
well as a cotton patch. 

| don’t feel that the scrubbing quality 
of a patch is that important. That’s what 


we use brushes for. 
* * x 


| have an XP-100 action on a bench 
rest rifle. 

It is of 222 caliber and shoots well but 
it appears that the 6 1/2 Remington pri- 
mers work better than the 7 1/2 primers. 

With the 7 1/2 primers the rifle appears 
to shoot groups with more vertical dis- 
persion than with the 6 1/2. 


| suspect that your rifle is suffering 
from a weak firing pin fall either due to a 
weak main spring or possibly the cock- 
ing piece is being restricted in its travel. 

If the bolt handle has been changed to 
the 700 type and not properly aligned the 
cocking piece may be “riding’’ on the 
bolt body which cushions the fall.

This month | would like to devote the 
column to the targets that prevail in 
Australian benchrest. Basically they fall 
into two clear-cut categories i.e. Score 
and Group. That is where the demarka- 
tion ends. 

The Rule sheet clearly describes the 
design of the targets as: 

Section 3 TARGETS. 


1. (a) 


The Official S.S.A.A. 100 yard 
Benchrest Target for all 
registered tournaments in Ex- 
perimental, Light and Heavy 
Varmint, Sporting and Rimfire 
classes, shall have a ten (10) 
ring of one half inch outside 
diameter, and a ring thickness 
of approximately .040; the nine 
(9) ring shall be one inch out- 
side diameter and have a ring 
thickness of approximately 
.020; succeeding rings shall in- 
crease by one half inch in out- 
side diameter to, and including, 
the six (6) ring.

An aiming mark one inch 
square and placed at 12 o’clock 
tangent to the eight (8) ring, 
shall have red borders (sides) 
one quarter of an inch thick, 
leaving within the red borders a 
white square of one half inch 
for the actual mark on which to 
aim. 

Another aiming mark two in- 
ches square and placed at 6 
o’clock tangent to the eight (8) 
ring, shall have red borders one 
half inch thick, leaving within 
the red borders a white square 
of one inch thick as an aiming 
mark for low powered scopes. 
The target (i.e. rings and two 
aiming marks) shall be con- 
tained within a rectangle 
measuring three and one half 
inches wide by five and one 
quarter inches deep, or long; 
this rectangle to be formed by 
red border lines approx. .040 
thick. There shall be no other 
marks, or printing within this 
rectangle, and it shall be the 
record or business target. 
There shall be another target on 
the same card, situated either 
beneath or to the right hand 
side of the record target and 
identical in every way except 
that it shall have an ‘‘S” in two 
corners of the rectangle, either 
the top or bottom corners; and 
it shall be the ‘‘sighter’’ target. 
It is essential that both targets 
(record and sighter) be printed 
on the same card. 


The Official S.S.A.A. 100 yard 
Hunter Rifle Benchrest Target 
for all registered tournaments in 
the Hunter Rifle, shall be a 
score target with six (6) ‘“‘bulls” 
on it, one of the bulls shall be a 
sighter, and shall be enclosed 


(c) 


within a square formed by a red 
border line approx. .040 thick 
and three and one half inches 
long, making a square 3 1/2 x 3 
1/2. 

Each of the other five bulls, as 
well as the sighter, shall have 
five (5) values from 6 to 10. The 
10 ring will be one half inch in 
diameter from outside to out- 
side, and each succeeding ring 
shall increase in diameter by 
one half inch. The total 
diameter will be two and one 
half inches from outside to out- 
side of the 6 ring. 

The 6 and 7 rings shall be red 
leaving a white circle enclosed 
within these red 6 and 7 rings 
for an aiming mark, with a 
diameter of one and one half in- 
ches composed of the 8, 9 and 
10 rings. In the centre of the 10 
ring there shall be an X ring, 
which shall be a red dot one 
sixteenth of an inch in diameter. 
The two hundred yard targets, 
and targets used for other dis- 
tances, shall be increased or 
decreased, in direct proportion 
to the distance fired at, with 
respect to their aiming marks, 
scoring rings and border lines. 
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In 1974 at the National Benchrest 
Committee meeting the targets came 
under close scrutiny as before that time 
black and white was the predominate 
target color scheme. A motion to change 
to exclusively red and white for 
registered tournaments was carried. At 
the same meeting target design was ex- 
amined. All agreed that the six bulls on 
the score target were excellent, 
especially when a countback was re- 
quired to achieve a result. The group 
target tends to be a cluttered affair with 
two aiming squares, as well as the rings. 
When it was suggested that the larger 
square should be dropped the older 
shooters and shooters with 20/20 vision 
protested that in mirage conditions the 
larger square was their only salvation; 
especially at 200 yards with the Sporter 
Class scope power of 12 magnifications. 
The two squares remain on the group 
targets. 

Color schemes for targets also came 


in for study in 1974-75 and according to 


Naval Definition Charts red and white is 
far superior to black and white but 
orange background with vivid mauve 
markings was decidedly superior to all. 
A bit of work was done on this coloring 
but unfortunately the scheme never 


reached fruition. So until someone with 
extensive knowledge in this field 
emerges the idea will lie in limbo. 

Standardization of color and paper 
quality has proved almost impossible as 
each state and/or branches bears the 
cost of its own targets. Consequently 
each one is looking to cut costs. When 
this occurs quality control really suffers. 
Ink colors are not controllable as there 
are reds and reds; and the target mark- 
ings usually vary from blood red to 
maroon red. The color can be vastly 
affected by the age of the target and/or 
method and area used for storage. 

With the world-wide paper shortage 
shooters virtually have to accept what 
they can get. This is a real and perennial 
problem. The quality used varies from 
English Triplex, that which is used in 
Queensland where bullet holes cut as 
clean as if a wad cutter was used, to 
paper resembling blotting paper that 
cuts holes like a blunt razor blade. 

Max Coady, Australia’s National 
Scorer, who we regard as tops in his 
field, gives a resounding ‘“‘yes, please’ 
to the deep red maroon and white on 
English Triplex as he vows and declares 
that bullet hole edges can be identified 
in next to no time under his Measuring 


Device, or with verniers. Shooters also 
plump for this target as the clean cut of 
the bullet hole leaves one in no doubt as 
to the strike whereas some other paper 
types tend to leave one staring at what 
resembles a blank sheet when sunlight 
shines directly on the face, or rear side, 
of the target. 

In the long run | don’t suppose it really 
matters a damn what targets are posted 
on the frames as benchresters will al- 
ways try to save paper by putting the 
holes in one spot — or close together. 
Standardization is most likely a 
pipedream but it would be an ideal situa- 
tion. On the other hand we can’t have 
shooters and scorers living in a Utopian 
world, can we? 

In closing, | would like to take this op- 
portunity to thank all those wonderful 
people who have written to me about 
this column. | really appreciate their kind 
words. But please, fellas, help me with 
subjects as I’m beginning to scratch 
since it is you the reader who must be 
catered to. Please drop us a line with 
your wishes for future columns. 

Until next time, good shooting and 
keep them all in one hole.

A NOTE FROM A FINE OLD-TIMER 


| note a reference in your column in 
P.S. to the problem of case splitting 
when fire forming wildcat cases. | ran 
into this problem trying to fireform 30-30 
cases to Ackley’s version of the 6mm 
30-30. | lost 100%. Anealing the brass to 
just back of the shoulder solved the 
problem with 100% success. 


To insure uniformity of aneal | made a 
fairly deep pan from the bottom of a one 
gallon tin can. In the center is soldered a 
post whose center (base) has been 
drilled to fit the centering pin of a dis- 
carded victrola. The top of the post is 
recessed to accept the case head. The 
dimensions are such that when the case 
is placed in the recess the pan will hold 
water to a point just below the case 
shoulder. Heat to show a minimum of 
color. Tipping into the pan prevents an- 
nealing the body of the case. 

| am sure that this is not an original 
idea but have never heard of it. | have 
shot these cases at least three or four 
times without problems. My question, 
are there problems | have not encoun- 
tered?

Geza Nagy won with a red hot .308 with a sleeved 600 action and a Hart barrel. 
Smithed by Walt Pereira and stocked by Geza himself. 

He found 39.6 grains of reloader 11, 168 Sierra’s, along with Federal cases and 
primers the combination that could not be beat. 

Brother Joe Nagy used a 1A Hart Rifle chambered for the 6mm PPC and it sang a 
pretty tune. His favorite fodder is 23.5 grains of 4198 along with Detsch bullets. 

Bob White also went the PPC route, but his is a .222 PPC with a Atkinson barrel 
and an old Shilen action. Bob did his own smithing and stock work, plus using his 
own 53 grain bullets with 28 grains of 748.

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CORRECTION 


In the report for the 1976 International 
Postal Match we reported that John 
Trela was using 42 gr. of ReLoader 7 ina 
308 Winchester. This was reported as 
typed and we assumed the match report 
to be factual. As we found out it was not. 

A reader wrote to us and stated that he 
had tried the listed load, well almost that 
load, and locked up the action of his ri- 
fle. He was naturally quite unhappy and 
promptly got in touch with us about it. 

His concern was that no others try this 
combination. He had been cautious 
enough to start below the stated load 
and quit when he ran into excessive 
pressures. This is simply good reloading 
technique and is living proof that it is of 
value. 

To get to the bottom of this we wrote 
to John Trella. He replied that he was 
using 40 gr. of ReLoader 11 instead of 
the listed load of 7. 

In addition, John shoots a variation of 
the 308 in which the case body has less 
taper. The increased capacity reduces 
pressure somewhat. 

We wish to call this to your attention 
so that no similar situations appear.
